L Organization

Acquiom Financial, LLC (the "Company") was organized as a Colorado limited liability company in October,
2013 and operates in Denver, Colorado. The Company is wholly owned by SRS Acquiom inc. (the "Member").
TheCompany is asecurities broker dealerandregistered with the Securities andExchange Commission ("SEC")
and the Financial Industry Regulatory Authority ("FINRA"). The Company's business operations commenced
in March 2015 and primarily include brokering investments to customers with escrow accounts associated with
mergers and acquisitions.

2. Significant Accounting Policies

Cashand CashEquivalents

The Company considers all demand deposits held in banks and certain highly liquid investments with original
maturities of three months or less,other than those held for sale in the ordinary courseof business,to be cash
equivalents.

Accounts Receivable

Accounts receivable represent amounts earned per agreement that have not been collected. Management
reviews accounts receivable and sets up an allowance for doubtful accounts when collection of a receivable

becomes unlikely. The Company considers accounts receivable to be fully collectible, and accordingly, no
allowance for doubtful accounts has been provided.

Useof Estimates

The preparation of financial statements in accordance with accounting principles generally accepted in the
United States of America requires management to make estimates and assumptions that affect the reported

amounts of assets and liabilities at the date of the financial statements and the reported amounts of revenues
and expensesduring the reporting period. Actual results could differ from those estimates andmay havean
impact on future periods.

Fair Value of Financial Instruments

Unless otherwise indicated, the fair values of all reported assets and liabilities that represent financial
instruments (none of which are held for trading purposes) approximate the carrying values of suchamounts.
The Company has no financial instruments required to be reported at fair value on a recurring basis.

Income Taxes

The Company, a limited liability company, has elected to be taxed as a partnership under the Internal Revenue
Code anda similar state statute. In lieu of income taxes, the Company passes 100% of its taxable income
and expenses to its Member. Therefore, no provision or liability for federal or state income taxes is included
in these financial statements. The Company is no longer subject to examination by taxing authorities for tax
years before 2012.

3. Net Capital Requirements

The Company is subject to the Securities and Exchange Commission's uniform net capital rule (Rule 15c3-1)
which requires the Company to maintain a minimum net capital equal to or greater than $5,000 and aratio of
aggregate indebtedness to net capital not exceeding 15 to 1, both as defined. At December 31, 2016, the
Company's net capital was $149,359, which exceeded the requirement by $144,359.

4. Risk Concentration

For the year ended December 31, 2016, all revenue was earned from one product sponsor. For accounts receivable,
one outstanding invoice represented all of the balance due from the product sponsor.

5. Related Party Transactions

The Companyhasan expensesharing agreement with the Member. The Memberprovidesoffice spaceandpays
most overhead expenses for the Company. The Company has no obligation to reimburse or compensate the
Member.

As of December 31, 2016, the Company owed afTiliate entitics $12,900 for expensespaid on the Company's behalf.

The Company's results of operations and financial position would differ significantly if the entities were
autonomous.

6. Subsequent Events

The Company has evaluated subsequent events through February 24, 2017, the date which the financial statements
were issued.
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
